They are a blessing here and will 
reap a golden harvest in the 
hereafter, for onto such baa God 
promised a blessing out of seem- 
ing curses. Bead verse 28. 

Engraven it deep on yonr lit- 
tle hearts, never to be effaced, 
that God is love, and that he 
will never forsake his little ones, 
not even for a moment. Some- 
times he chastens thoee whom he 
loves, and at such times seek tor 
some benefit to be derived from 
it, and you will be surprised to 
see bow light yonr burden is, that 
before seemed crashing in itc 
weight.
